ALEXANDRIA GIVEN OVERTOLOOT 
AND FLAME, 


Arabi Bey Makes Use of the Time Gained By a Flag 
vf Truce to Massacre the Christians and 
Burn the City—The Egyptian army ia 
Full Retreat to the Interior. 


Lonpon, July 13.—A dispatch from the tel- 
egraph ship Chiltern, off Alexandria, July 13, 
8:40 a.m., says: ‘‘Alexandria has been evac- 
uated and is in flames.’’ The telegraph ship 
Chiltern has been ordered to take up a posi- 
tion near the neutral fleets. In the telegram 
sent at 9:20 a. m., Admiral Seymour confirms 
the report of the evacuation of Alexandria. 
The entire garrison withdrew under a flag of 
truce, leaving the Bedouins to fire and pil- 
lage the town. The Decoy has gone 
to Port Said to ascertain the state 


affairs there. Reuter’s telegram company 
has received the following: ‘Alexandria, 
July 15.—9:48 a.m.—The Egyptian army is 
greatly demoralized and is in full retreat to- 
wards the interior. The European quarter of 
the town, including the exchange and tele- 
graph office, are utterly destroyed. The city 
was set on fire by released convicts, who com- 
mitted horrible atrocities. The Egyptians 
used the flag of truce to enable the troops to 
withdraw from the town. Thetelegraph ship 
Chiltern is crowded with survivors who fought 
their way tothe beach, whence the boats of 
ithe fleetremoved them. They report having 
passed a drendful night, defending themselves 
. desperately. One hundred Europeans and 
other Christians in the Ottoman bank and ad- 
joining Suilding were massacred. Part of the 
fleet are now leaving for Port Said. The 
whereabouts of the khedive is unknown. A 
correspondent of the Standard on board the 
Invincible, telegraphing at 8o’clock this morn- 
ing, says: ‘‘The whole civil population and 
troops have withdrawn. The whole of the 
Grand square is burned, The Helicon, which 
went to discover the meaning of the last flag 
of truce last evening, could discover nobody 
on board the Egyptian vessel Makroussa, or 
in the arsenal.’’ The correspondent accom- 
panied the officer to the shore in the steamer 
Pinnacle. The purveyor of the fleet, who 
was one of the party and waS well acquainted 
with the town, landed and proceeded a con- 
siderable distance. All Was perfectly silent, 
except the roar of flame. It is believed that 
Arabi Pasha has concentrated his forces be- 
yond the city to oppose the British advance. 
The work of the ships is now over. Any 
further action must be ashore. Fully 
half the town is burning. There will 
be a landing in fofce to investigate 
the condition of things, and if possible to 
renvder aid. A dispatch to the Daily News, 
dated Alexandria, 8:20 a. m., says: ‘‘The 
Bedouins are looting by thousands,”’

The Europeans who fought their way down 
tothe beach number a hundred. They re- 
port that all the other Europeans and Chris- 
tians, numbering hundreds, were massacred. 
A reserve squadron arrived at Portland at 
four o'clock this.morning. The Daily News 
says it is understood that the 
conference has decided that the Egyptian 
ariy shall be disbanded and be replaced by a 
gendarmerie. A dispatch dated this evening 
says the British authorities are chartering a 
number of vessels to-day for conveying mu- 
nitions to Alexandria. Five thousand mules 
‘ have been purchased in Spain. An Alexan- 
dria dispatch at 2 p.m. says the Chiltern has 
moved into the harbor. The fire in the 
city is steadily increasing. It is 
reported that Arabi Pasha is marching 
on Cairo, Admiral Seymour telegraphs at 
10:40 this morning: ‘‘The terms were the 
surrender of the forts as at first demanded. 
The use made of the flag of truce by the Egyp- 
tians is considered disgraceful. Nothing is 
known of the khedive, but it is believed that 
he is still at Ramleh palace, where his yacht 
is apparently waiting until the weather will 
allow his embarkation. 
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MARINES SENT ASHORE. 


The Darger of the Khedive—DVerviach on the Streets 

Loxpon, July 15.—A dispatch from Alex- 
andria at 6 p.m.; says the khedive is stated to 
be at Ramieh, surrounded by Egyptian troops. 
His pusition is thought to be very critical. 
Another dispatch from Alexandria to Reuter’s 
Telegam company, says: The Turkish dis- 
patch boat Izzidin arrived here this afternoon. 
It is supposed that the Egyptian troops will 
revent the khedive trom leaving. The 
sritish gunboat Bittern is cruizing off the 
Ramieh. Tlie fire in Alexandria is greatly 
extending inthe direction of the port. Ad- 
miral Seymour to-day landed 450 marines and 
150 sailors. It is suspected that the town and 
forts are ruined. The English church in 
Alexandria is said to have been destroyed by 
a chance shell during the bombardment. It 
is reported from Alexandria that the khedi«e 
and Dervisch Pasha are safe on board a ship 
in the harbor. The S andard has a dispatch 
from Alexandria, dated 6:30 p.m., which con- 
firms the report of the landing of the marines 
and says that since they entered the town 
firing has been heard there. Two batteries of 
field artillery at Portsmouth have been 
ordered to equip — for embarkation. 
The khedive and Dervisch Pasha left Ramleh 
this afternoon and drove through Alexandria 
with their suites. In the khedive’s palace 
there isa large gap caused by a shell. The 
harem palace is completely gutted. 


WORKING ON THE BATTERIES.

ALEXANDRIA, July 13.—At three o’ciock the 
Bittern was seen steaming out of the harbor. 
As she came out shesignalled: *‘Negotiations 
have failed. I have accordingly informed 
the authorities on shore that you will engage 
the batteries at half-past three.” From this 
it seemed as if the officer and 


staff observed in the hospital battery, finding 
themselves ina dangerous position and una- 
ble to escape, had simply jioisted the flag of 
truce in order to get off the fire. There was 
great indignation expressed that five hours

tiation, while meantime the swell had in-

LAMBTON’S KEPORT 

At half-past three the Bittern arrived at the 
outside, Lieutenant Lambton reported that 
the evident object of the hoisting of the flag 
of truce was to gain time. When the Bittern 
wentin large bodies of troops were evacua- 
ting the barracks behind the forts, going out 
in full marching order. 

THE PARLEY ON SHORE. 


The ministers had no proposals. Lieuten- 
ant Lambton informed them that he had 
come not to offer conditions, but to receive 
proposals. He informed them that ‘*We did 
not consider ourselves at®’war with Egypt, but 
that the Mex fort must be occupied by our 
troops, and Fort Marabout must be destroyed.” 
They replied that Fort Marabout bad already 
been evacuated, but that «they could mot give 
any definite answer in regard to Mex fort. 
Finding that no agreement was likely, and 
being unwilling to waste further time, Lieu- 
tenant Lambton left.

INSIDE THE CITY. 


The Pestruction Wrought in the Forts and on the 
Streets. 

Lonpon, July 13.—The Daily Telegraph has 
the following trom its correspondent: Alex- 
andria, July 12,.5:30 p.m.—1l took an open 
boat and wentclose along the land. I found 
all the batteries facing the sea destroyed, and 
the guns dismounted. An Arab informed me 
that many hundred persons were killed be- 
tween Adjemi and Alexandria. An _ ex- 
plosion occurred in. the middle of 
the fort, killing everybody inside. The 
lighthouse will probably soon fall. The 
Arabs informed me that the noise of the fall- 
ing shells was like thunder, and they declared 
that hundreds ef people were killed in dis- 
tantstreets. They stated that the obstinancy 
of the defense was owing to the fact that the 
batteries were manned by negro Mahom- 
medans. They estimate the loss of life among 
the suldiers and towns at 2,000. 

THE WHEREABOUTS OF THE ARMY. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

A correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, 
telegraphin; at 11:15 this morning, says he 
entered the harbor early this morning. He 
found that many houses in the Arab quarter 
have been badly injured and partly burned 
by the bombardment. An incendiary fire 
raged in the center and European quarter at 
the time of telegraphing, covering an 
area of a mile square. A large part of the 
population had fled toward the canal. It is 
stated that the bulk of the Eyyptian army 1s 
at Rosetta, forty miles northeast of Alexan- 
dria, and at Damanhoar, thirty-eight miles 
southeast of Alexandria. The soldiers had 
igined in the looting before leaving it. The 
tire of the Invincible had been very effective 
avainst Ras-El-Tin fort. Two 12-ton guns 
were found reared on end in consequence of 
being struck by the shells.

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THE BATTLE REVIEWED. 


British Self-Pratse and Foreign Criticiam—Slow Work 
and Almless Gunners, 

Lonpon, July 13.—Sinee his arrival here the 
admiral bas had an anxions time, butin the 
unanimous opinion of the ofticers of the fleet 
he has conducted the difficult negotiation 
with tact, judgment and dignified firmness; 
while the manner in which he arranged yes- 
terday’s action proves his high capabilities for 
command. From beginning to end there was 
not a single hitch or the slightest confusion. 
Everything had been arranged for and fore- 
seen, and each ship knew exactly what to do 
and did it. 

FOREIGN CRITICISM. 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent with 
the fleet off Alexandria, says the foreign naval 
otlicers witnessing the combat express the 
opinion that, with the exception of the Tema- 
riere and the gunboats, the English ships 
have not distinguished themselves very great- 
ly as artillerists. Many of the shells from the 
Monarch, Invincible and Superb fell seriously 
short. Nearly half of the missiles seemed to 
fallinto the water. The guns were likewise 
served very slowly, giving tbe Egyptians timé 
to recover from their surprise and regain 
courage. The foreign officers think that 
lighter guns, more quickly served, would have 
ended the action sooner. They give the palm 
to Lord Charles Beresford, on the Candor, 
who, under a heavy fire, maneuvered ad- 
muirably, inflicting a heavy loss.

SOME BELLICOSE SENATORS ARE

A Debate Springs Up In the Order of Business, the 
Republicens Very Anxious for Campaign Legis- 
latiop,and the Democra's Indi fferent— Ex. 
p*nses of Contestants la the House. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.--In_ the senate, Mr. 
Rollins, from the committee on the District 
of Columbia, reported back adversely the bill 
authorizing the Washington and Point Look- 
out railroad company to extend its road into 
the District of Columbia.  Indefinitely post- 
poned. Mr. Vorhees offered a resolution di- 
recting the committee on library to inquire 
into the expediency of purchasing, editing 
and publishing the unpublished manuscript 
of Andrew Jackson. Adopted. A joint reso- 
lution was passed appropriating $50,000 to en- 
able the United States to take part in the in- 
ternational fishery exhibition, to be held in 
London in May, 1883. The house has also 
pussed this resolution. A discussion then 
sprung up as to the order of business, Mr. 
Morrill antagonized all other measures 
with the internal revenue bill, while 
the democratic members insisted upon 
other measurss upon the calendar being taken 
up and disposed of. They took the ground 
that the revenue bil! as it stands affords relief 
from taxation toonly a few of the very classes 
of people who are best able to stand taxation, 
while it affords no relief to the poorer major- 
ity, and that it is a delusion and a snare. 
Messrs. Butler, Bayard, aud Morgan were 
among the principal oppoaents of the 
proposition to iake up the revenue bill out of 
its order, At2 o'clock Mr. Morrill moved to 
postpone consideration of all the pending 
orders until one week from to-day. Mr. 
Saulsbury expressed his surprise at the change 
which had come over the spirit of the dream 
of the republican party. His friends on the 
other side, seeing the blunder they had made, 
finding themselves face to face with 
the full campaign becoming alarmed as 
to the result, came in now, and in order to 
save themselves from defeat were endeavor 
ing to throw the responsibility of any delay 
on reducing the tariff on the democratic side, 
because it desired, during the morning hour, 
to proceed with the consideration of otherim- 
portant measures. Mr. Vest expressed his 
willingness that the senate should stay in ses- 
sion till fall and until after the election, in or- 
der to reduce taxation, while Mr. Williams 
declared that for-the same purpose he would 
stay in Washington through the dog days and 
until next December. After further debate, 
Mr. Morrill’s raotion was agreed to, and the 
senate, at 2:50, proceeded to a consideration 
of the revenue tax bill. Mr Morrill brietly 
reviewed and defended the measure, and wus 
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followed by Mr. Voorhees in a_ long 
speech in opposition to it, on the gen- 
eral. ground already _ stated. At the 
conclusion of Mr. Voorhees’s remarks 
Mr. Bayard obtained the floor and then fur- 
ther consideration of the bill went over until 
to morrow. The committee on appropria- 
tions reported back the naval appropriation 
bill, and it was laid over and ordered printed, 
Mr. Hale giving notice that he would-call it 
up for action on Saturday or Monday. The 
senate then went into executive session.

A CHANCE FOR A DUKE, 


The Conference and ite Duties—What England Will 
Propese--Freach Action. 

Lonpon July 13.—The Times this morning 
says it is understood that in the event of hos- 
tilities in Egypt, the duke of Connaught will! 
volunteer his services It is probable that if 
a force is sent out he will be given command 
of one of the four infantry brigades. The 
News says: The proposal that Turkey be in- 
vited by the powers to re-establish the khe- 
dive’s authority is practically agreed upon, 
and a note to that effect will be sent to 
the porte in the course of a week. 
It is regarded as probable that Tarkey. while 
not positively, declining the cal? of Europe, 
will try to gain time by reopening negotia- 
tions. In such case England will invite the 
conierence to regard this proceedure as equiv- 
alent to a refusal, and will find its approval 
of some other course.

The council will 
meet again on Thursday, to-morrow. 

fHE INSTRUCTIONS TO SEYMOUR, 

In the house of commons, Canipbell Ban- 
nerman, financial secretary of the war officer 
read instractions to Admiral Seymour, which 
were as follows: “That as the opposition of 
the forts has ceased, he should not dismantle 
them or disable the guns; that he should 
open friendly communication with the khe- 
dive, and in the abseace of native authorities 
from Alexandria, should land seamen or ma- 
rines for police purposes, and that he 
should inform the foreign com 
manders of these measures. The 
admiral was instructed to invite the khedive 
to assert his authority in restoring order. The 
landing of a British force for police purposes 
was to be in concert with the khedive or any 
native authorityin Alexandia, and any of the 
European men of war were to be invited to 
co-operate. Protests "were madé from the 
conservative benches against the feebleness 
of these instructions. Mr. Gladstone, reply- 
ing to a question by Mr. Cowen, said the gov- 
been informed where

plied that the government could not have 
unticipated them. In the house of lords this 
evening, Earl Granville, foreign secretary, 
stated that if the fleet at Alexandria required 
the assistance of the troops they would be 
sent.

The Orontes has landed her 
troops in Malta and proceeded to Cypress and 
Egypt. A dispatch to Lloyds from Port Said 
reports that the steamer Glen Lyon, from 
China, with a cargo of new Season teas, is 
ashore in the Suez canal, and is being looted 
by the Arabs.

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THE WOUNDED REFUGEES. 


The Massacre in Alexandria—Fighting Their Way te 
the Beach. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution, 

Lonpon, July 13.—The correspondent of the 
Standard on board the Invincible telegraphs 
as follows: “Off Alexandria, l3the 1 p.m.— 
A‘ter daybreak this morning a number of 
persons were seen on the edge of the water of 
the harbor. «Glasses showed them to be 
Europeans. Boats were at once lowered and 
crews armed to the teeth started for the shore. 
They found about 1l00Europeans,many of them 
wounded, who had gathered in the Anglo- 
kgyptian bank, and liad resisted desperately. 
fney had maintained themselves there 
throughout the night. Toward daylighttheir 
assailants drew off and the party made their 
way to the shore. ‘They reported that Arabi 
Pasha, before he left with his troops, 
had the prisons opened and that the 
convicts, joined by the lower classes, 
and some Bedouins, proceeded tg sack the 
city and kill every Christian they could find, 
and set the European quariers on fire. From 
the part they were defending the kuropeans 
could hear the shrieks and cries and reports of 
pistols and guns. Scores of fugitives were 
cut down beaten to death in their 
sight. The Kuropean quarter is all in 
flames and the great syuare is a inass of smok- 
ing ruins. All the public buildings are de- 
stroyed, and nothing Lurupean seems to have 
escaped the rage of the tanatics. Several 
shells have been fired within the last twu 
hours into that portion of the 
city where the conilagration broke 
out in the hopes that they may 
scare the pillagers. That many pillagers ;re- 
main is.evident by the fact that several fresh 
fires have broken out in the last three hours. 
A British gunboat is lying close to Ramieh. 
Two iron clads are cruising near and will fire 
upon any men approaching the palace, An of- 
ficer just returned from the Chiltern reports 
the scenes of carnage on shore as appalling. 
The town for some hours after the troops leit, 
was a veritable pandemonium, There is a 
suspicion that the forts are undermined, and 
they will be carefully examined before any- 
large bodies of troops are allowed to enter (them, 
Aboukir is as yet untouched. A thousand 
men are known to be entrenched there. No 
reconnoissance bave yet been made of the 
Rosetta and Damietta forts. The fugitives 
say that che losses of the Egyptian artillery 
men during the first days bombardment were 
very serious.

The Keport ef the Neglected Doctore—The Polsoned 
ibouqguct.

Wasuinoton, July 13.-—-The report prepared 
by Doctors Sowers and WMartigan apon the 
Guiteau autopsy has been, furnished tor pub- 
lication. It is much freer from medical 
technicalities and easier of comprehenslon 
by the lay reader than was that of Doctor Lamb 
It appears from this last report that while 
the two physicians signing it wished to pro- 
ceed at once to the removal Guiteau’s 
brain, Doctor Lamb turned his attention 
first to dissecting the body and 
removing and examining those organs, and 
that consequently the brain was not removed 
until after all the blood had left it. Drs, 
Sowers and Hartigan also describe some con- 
ditions which are not’ mentioned by Dr. 
Lumb. A large part of the report is devoted 
to the controversy between the medical men 
engaged in the autopsy. No opinion is ex- 
pressed as tothe sanityor insanity of Gui- 
teau, but the effect of the report is that he 
was entirely sane, the conditions and circum- 
stances set forth in it being such as belong to 
sanity.

With the Aborigines Probable in 
Arizena. 

Puenix, Arizona, July 13.—The following 
has been received from Globe: Last Saturday 
evening eleven men, under Captain Lacey, 
left Globe to intercept the hostiles who are 
now out and prevent them depredating in the 
valley. Last Monday, the party were sur- 
rounded by Seventy-live Indians at Middleton 
ranche, Pleasant valley, and ali their animals 
were driven off. | No one was injured, and the 
party worked their way back on foot. A rep- 
resentative to the Tucson war, now ‘here, has 
interviewed Alonza Bailey, a merchant 
of Globe, who has just arrived: He says there 
are not less than 150 hostiles out on the war- 
path, and that they have their women and 
children with them. The hostiles belong to 
the White Mountain Indians, and Bailey, 
who has large experience with them, says 
they have gone out to stay. The outbreak 
has been expected for the last six weeks, and 
confirms the threat made to Colonel Brackett 
some time ago by the chief of the White 
Mountain tribe, that unless they were al- 
lowed to go and live in Pleasant valley they 
would leave the reservation first. The killing 
in the outbreak was on the 6th inst. and mat- 
ters ROW appear very serious.

A Political Runaway—The Biggest Tomato—The

Rome, July 13.—About 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing the citizens residing on upper Broad 
street were awakened by aterrific crash which 
sounded like a loud clap of thunder. 
inquiry it was at once ascertained that the 
steam boiler of the Oostanaula ice factory, 
located on Jail street, had exploded. There 
were present in the factory at the time the 
colored fireman, Alex Wooley, Mr. Bud Tay- 
lor, engineer, and Mr. Henry Watters, super- 
intendent. 

The engine room was literally blown to 
pieces, fragments falling in every direction 
full fifty feet. Afence on the opposite side 
of the street was demolished, and severai 
window glasses of the jail, adjoining the 
factory, were broken. The boiler was thrown 
upwards from 15 to 20 feet, and isa total 
wreck. 

Alex. Woo'ey, the colored fireman, was in 
front of the boiler when the injury happened, 
and was thrown violently several feet, receiv- 
ing tearful injuries on the face, arms and 
breast. _Dr. L. P.-Hammond was at once 
summoncd, but it is believed that the injuries 
must nécessarily prove fatal. Mr. E. Z. Tay- 
lor, the engineer, was slightly injured. Mr. 
Watters, the superintendent, escaped un- 
hurt. 

There are various theories as to the cause of 
the explosion. Oneis that the water in the 
boiler was allowed to become too low; an- 
/ other that there was a serious defect in the 
boiler. Hundreds or people visited the wreck 
to-day.. It isa matter of universal regret that 
the accident occurred, thus leaving the city 
with only one factory —the Rome ice factory— 
which will hardly be able to supply the de- 
mand. It is not yet known whether the 
Oostanaula factory will be put in running or- 
der this summeror not. Itis hoped that it 
will.

Bankston farm, while by no means unat- 
tractive in general appearance, is a modest 
looking little place.

And 
in her success { can see but one, possibly two, 
points of distinction between ‘‘Bright Days” 
and Mr. Harris’s ‘‘Uncle Remus’”’ as to quali- 
ty. The latter has given the only known re- 
alistiz. delineation of-the negro man in the 
acme of his rough dialect and superstitious 
ideas; Mrs. Bunks has, without any imita- 
tion whatever, given equally as perfect a de- 
lineation of the negro woman. Anothemtif- 
ference is that ‘‘Uncle Remus” is a before the- 
war negro, talking with after-the-war ideas 
and giving the folk lone as handed down by 
the traditionsof the negrorace. Mrs. Bunks’s 
work is dis.inctively of another order. It 
deals only with ante-bellum ideas, and the 
scenes are all laid some thirty years ago. 
There is nothing of the modern negro, either 
by association or otherwise, in what Mrs. 
Banks ‘has produced, but ali the ignorance, 
the pathos, the tender devotion, the supersti- 
tion and hamor of the old country house 
woman as given with a delicacy and precision 
so thoroughly real as to be positively aston- 
ishing. 

The tar baby story is related by Mrs. Banks, 
but in such a different manner, that while 
the general features of the myth are the 
same, the lady preserves a closeness of detail 
and philosophy of action ignored by other 
renditions of the same lore. Like Mr. Har- 
ris, she follows the only possible way of get 
ting the true negro dialect, and her pho- 
netic spelling is as brilliant a success as the 
interest centered in her character. 

An old fashioned corn shucking is pictured 
in an entirely new light, so far as clearness of 
detail is concerned, and I[ have never yet 
seen in painta more finished and accurate 
description of this fete as enjoyed by our old 
slaves. But this is only what the author has 
zealonsly kept up ail through the work, this 
attention to detail. The mannerisms of the 
negro woman raised by a wealthy master who 
considered herself far superior to ‘‘poor white 
trash,’’ are vigorously pictured, and the words, 
‘Yon go dat po’ Grimshaw gang, movin’ 
ergin,’ as spoken by “Bet” to the little girl 
in the book, show with what disdain she 
could look down upon the class to which I 
allude. »If Mrs. Banks had never written any- 
thing else but that ‘‘Rainy Davin the Ceilar,”’ 
in which “‘Bet’’ sees the Grimshaw’s moving,

cure circulation. Another amendment di- 
rects the secretary of the treasury to receive 
deposits of gold coin, and to issue certificates 
therefor in denominations of not less than $2 
each. It provides that sach certificates shall 
be receivable for customs taxes and public 
‘dues, and when so received may be reissued; 
that such gold certificates, as also silver cer- 
tificates, held by national banks shall be 
counted as partof its lawful reserve; and 
that no national bank shall be a member of a 
clear*ng-house in which such certificates shall 
not be receivable in the settlement of clear- 
ing-house balances. It provides further that 
the secretary of the treasury sliall suspend the 
issue of these gold certificates whenever the 
amount of gold coin and bullion in the treas- 
ury reserved for the redemption of United 
States notes falls below $100,000,000. Mr. Ran- 
dall objected to this provision of the bill on 
the ground that it discriminated against sil- 
ver, but the house refused to recommit the 
bill to the conference committee. 

The eleventh section of the bill authorizes 
the secretary of the treasury to give in ex- 
change for3.4 percents new 3 per cents which 
shall not be paid as long as any bonds bear- 
ing a higher rate of interest are outstanding 
and uncalled. Mr. Springer showed that the 
republicans had at last been forced to adopt 
the funding bill of the last congress, which 
was vetoed by Mr. Hafes.

ENGLAND’S RAILROAD COMMISSION. 
A recent issue of the London Law Times 
| has some facts relating to the English railway 
| commission which may be of some interest to

railroad commission is a mod‘fication of that 
' under which the English commission operates. 
The English commission was created in 1873 
as an experiment, and its powers will expire 
'in December next unless they are renewed by 
The proposition to renew them

years’ experience. Unlike the Massachu- 
setts the English commission 
does not hear and r2port upon 
against the roads in the mere hope that pub- 
lic advertisement of the facts will induce the 
offending company to “improve its habits.”’ 
The English conimission.is a species of court. 
It has authority to decide controversies aris- 
ing from the competition of various roads 
with each other, or those growing out of d 
satisfaction on the part of passengers and 
shippers. Its decisions are enforced by pro- 
cesses similar to those of a court of justice; 
/and it entertains complaints, hears proofs and 
renders judgments. The annual reportsshow 
that the business of the commission increases 
from year to year, but the 
increase shows in the number of cases affected

by the judgments rather than in the number 
‘of the judgments themselves. The judgments 
rendered in 1878 were fourteen; six in 1879; 
‘nine in 1880, and seventeen in 1881. One 
| decision is not limited, like a verdict of a jury, 
but applies to all similar cases and operates as 
& permanent enlargement or a positive denial 
of the powers of the corporations and the 
rights of the people in relation thereto, 

Such decisions are, of course, in the nature 
of precedents, and as such they will prove 
exceedingly valuable hereafter. In England 
the greatest number of controversies 
brought to the commission ffor _ set- 
tlement have grown out of the appli- 
cation of the people for. decisions 
requiring the corporations to rebuild dilapi- 
dated stations, enlarge passenger rooms, im- 
prove cars and increase the precautions nee- 
essary to the safety of trains. The commis- 
sion has the power to compel improvements 
in advance of any specific injury. In 1881 
the commission decided four cases of freight 
discrimination, the great evil of transporta- 
tion. Companies are not allowed to give un- 
due preference to one shipper by hllowing his 
freights to be transported at lower rates than 
ure charged to his competitors generally; and 
they are compelled to justly proportion 
through fares or freights with those for way 
traffic. 

The Law Times is of the opinion that the 
commission answers the purposes for which it 
was created, and fils the necessities of the 
public, and that parliament is likely to con- 
tinue it with an enlargement of powers, or, at 
any rate, an increase of the facilities for call- 
ing forth its decisions.

NOVELTIES IN COOKERY. 


SOME OF THE LATEST FREAKS OF 
FASHION AT THE DINING TABLE. 


Marrow Bones in Napkins, Ho: Cr«ck r and Broiled 
Plover Eecensced in a Grove of Parsiey Sprigs 
and Celery Tops— katisg Ta'caed 
Houses Tha: are Faili of Birds. 


New York Special Letter. 

The fashionable season in this gity is open- 
ing with cookery that even Brillat-Savarin | 
would have deigned to eat. Dinners and 
luncheons are the favorite form of entertain- 
ment. Modern furnishing and the bric-a-brac 
mania make dancing difficult ‘in the parlors 
of an ordinary city house. The old fashioned 
‘“‘party’’. has disappeared. Receptions are 
voted tiresome, and afternoon tea comes too 
early to attract many gentlemen, and so late 
that there is risk of spoiling the appetite for 
dinner. The tea is only a popular way for the 
ladies to make calls, and is considered a per- 
functory means of paying social debts. 

In the main things of adinner. the fillet 
and roast. there is little change, but in minor 


things the caterer rules. To begin with oys- 
ters, five, notsix, is now the fashionable num- 
ber for the half shells. At formal dinners it 
is the invariable rule that ladies and gentle- 
men should be seated alternately. never allow- 
ing two ladies or two gentlemen to sit togeth- 
er. Atdinners of eight, twelve or-sixteen 
persons this can be managed only. by putting 
gentlemen at both ends of the table. Host 
esses generally havea prejudice against giving 
up their customary seat, forgetting the old 
saying, ‘‘ Where the Douglass sits, there is the 
head of the table,” and avoid the awkward 
number, 

A rather graceful fashion, making an ex 
cuse for the necessity, is to serve two kinds of 
soup, one at each end of the table. .A thick 
soup—terrapin, turtle, calves’ head or gumbo 
—is placed in a silver tureen before the host, 
and at the other end a clear soup or bouillon, 
in @ glass tureen withaglass ladie. The effect 
is very pretty, especially when the latter dish 
is thick and cut like a rose diamond. 

Though no new roast has been discovered a 
sensible gravy spoon has appeared—large, 
long-handled, with a silver knob on the under 
side to prevent it slipping into the platter. 

Among entrees, the reigning novelty is a 
dish of marrow bones. This has been tabooed 
since the days of Taffy, the Dutchman. It is 
not served as in the olden time, on toast, but 
the bones are brought to the table folded in a 
napkin. With them is a queer-looking buck- 
et-shaped spoon, which the silversmiths have 
introduced to meet the fashion. The marrow 
is eaten with a thin, plain crumpet, almost as 
plain, but notso brittle, as the Dent crackers, 
which are served hot with salad. However, 
the dish is so rich, like Lamb's roast pig, it is 
more talked of than eaten. 

A new improvement upon baking four and 
twenty blackbirds in a pie is seen in a dish of 
plover. A deep crust of mashed potato is 
filled with hot broiled plover or snipe, and 
then hidden in a grove of parsley sprigs and 
fine white celery tops srudk into the potato. 
It comes to the table looking as green and 
fresh asasalad. But it is a pleasant surprise 
to find the salad is still to come—that you 
have struck a.fresh eovy of birds, Reed birds 4 
are so wuch better broiled than cooked in any 
other way that is a pity to bake them. 

If any one is disposed to offer up a sacrifice 
on the altar of decorative art, the prettiest 
pastry of the season isa thatched house full 
of birds. Thedish seems very elaborate when 
on the table, but it is said to be easily pre- 
pared. The bottom and sides of a deep pie 
dish are lined with small pieces of vermicelli, 
laid in regularly as thatches are put on a roof. 
It is filled with birds covered with puff paste, | 
and baked... When dqpe it is turnag out, the 
vermicelli undererust forming the roof, and 
making a very good imitation of straw 
thatches if well browned. - An artistic cook 
can improve the dish by browning ih win- 
dows and doors with the edge of a salamander 
of small iron. 

For desert there are various new fashions. 
Jellies are tastefully serwed in the rinds of 
fruits, halves of oranges, lemons and banan- 
as, the pulp having been scraped out carefully 
without breaking the skin. The juices are 
squeezed into gelatine or calves’ foot jelly. 
The rinds of the various fruits are then pack- 
ed in a deep dish, so they’ will retain an up- 
right position and form little cups to receive 
the liquid jelly. Each fruit skin is filled with 
jelly, tlavored with its own juice, and set 
aside tocool. Whem the jelly has hardened 
the edges are trimmed with a sharp knife. 
Pineapples are filled with grated pulp, only 
enough gelatine being added to stiffen the 
pulp. Bananas are filled with guava, quince 
or peach jelly. A platter filled with these 
jellied fruits, Valencia and Mandarin oranges, 
red and yellow bananas, lemons and slices of 
pineapple is avery tempting dish. It looks 


almost as 


, 


as though a magician had worked acharm be- 
neath the famifiar orange skins and banana 
peelings, and left those fabled apples of Ist- 
kahar, which had one-half sweet ard the 
other sour, or spread a feast of that lascious 
fruit the Persians call the ‘‘seed of the sun,”’ 
because it melts to honey in the mouth. 

The latest fancy in ice cream is a single 
form; not those little individual mealds in 
fruit and flower shapes which have been in 
fashion during two or three years. One of 
the newest designs is something that can 
float or swim in aseaof spun suyar; for in- 
stance, aship with the hull made of trtti 
fcuftiand rigging that melts away before 
your eyes—a very phantom of delight. 

A mandarin cake made with mardarin 
oranges and a sweet orange icing, is the 
latest boom in jelly cake,and a mammoth 
cream cake filled with Roman puwoch and 
covered with asoftrum icing is a late con- 
cession to teetotalers that must delight 
R. B. Hayes of Ohio. Fancy cakes in 
crimped paper are always geod, but, 
like m&ny good things and people, 
they are out of fashiou. Plates, not 
cake baskets, with bundles of ludy fingers 
and other long crumbles and jumbles tied 
loosely in separate pyramids, nine or ten to- 
gether, with satin ribbons, ar@the fashion. 
Under the cake is placed a lace paper nap- 
kin. These napkins are alimost perfect ime 
itations of old lace of various kinds. They 
come in gold and silver and white paper. The 
other day the writer saw a cake that neither 
ribbon nor lace napkin could adorn. It was 
cut on the table by the hostess while her hus- 
band opposite was serving a cupid of flesh col- 
ored ice cream. The cupid looked so natural 
that it seemed almost cannibalish to eat it. 
But after one taste all the prejudice vanished, 
and however bad cupid may be said to be, 
those disjointed members were certainly 
good. The cake was a watermelon. The 
center was made with pink sugar, with big 
whole raisins, counterfeiting almost per- 
fectly the shiny black seeds of the fruit. The 
rind was formed of a delicate white cake. A 
yistache icing made the green skin. It was 
both novel and good. ' 

It is predicted that dinner favors are having 
their last season. After being comfortably 
dined people do not care to carry away a 
week's supply of candy. The strips of plush 
in the center of tables are alsodoomed. Plush 
does not bear silver. It needs plenty of glass 
and crystai candelabra to tone itdown. The 
highly decorated china gow sq much used 
does not look so well upon it as a plain white 
service. Nothing seems so suitable for a table 
covering as a white linen cloth, and plush, no 
matter how carefully trimmed with smilax, 
has no utiliarian excuse for being upon a 
table. Center pieces for dinners in the new 
fashion are so low as not to interrupt the view 
of any part of the table. At wedding break- 
fasts and receptions, where every one stands, 
high decorations are used. Made pieces of cut 


flowers are going by. It isnot consonant with 
the eternal fitness of things to load a table , 
with the same kind of flowers that ladies wear 
at the beit. Besides, flowers in too large 
quantities become oppressive in the sweet- 
ness of their perfume. A new departure 
was seen at some recent enter 
tainments. A pan of nigger ferns, the ple- 
beian tin being. entirely hidden in green, ia

more pleasantiy,suggestive than one hundred 
red and yellow roses arranged with stiff regu- 
larity ina wicker basket. Tothis novelty 
there can be added pitcher plants, biooming 
tulips or hyacinths and orchids. Very few of 
the Jatter can be obtained in New York at any 
price. The few fortunate people who secure 
them for dinners get them from private ob- 
servatories. Mr. Erastus Corning, of Albany, 
is said to have the finest collection in the 
country. London has a better market for such 
rarities, and there orchids can be gotten at 
any time if one is disposed to pay the extrav- 
gant price asked forthem. A charming cen- 
ter piece that has been littie used 1s a bow! of 
cracked ice. When accompanied by a pair 
of silver tongs, it is conveniently located for 
allto supply themselves, if ice is desired in 
champagne or water. When used with glass 
candelabra the reflection is quite brilliant. 
The bow! should be large and deep, and have 
a draining tray to receive the water as the ice 
melts. 

Dinner cards are so useful that they will 
not soon go out of fashion. The shops are 
full of them, and beautiful French ones are 
coming over, smuggled through the custom 
house in the folds of Paris gowns. Of a dozen 
recentiy used, the owner said: “They cost 
much as a dress.”’ A friend took 
the lady’s commission last spring, and filled 
it during his summer saunterings in foreign 
studios. They were all round fans, of vari- 
ous woods, the appropriate bark makinga 
deep border, or frame, around the edge. ‘The 
handles were covered with bright satin rib- 
bons, finished bya dainty bow. Each fan was 
painted, and signed by a well-known artist, 
and bore the name of a guest. They suggested 
the lavishness of Lucnilus in ancient times, 
and in modern, that Bonanza banquetin San 
Francisco last winter, where every lady's din- 
ner card was a point lace handkerchief. 

Harlequin sets of finger-bowls area relief 
from the monotony of the old-fashioned Bohe- 
mian glasses. Each bow: is different. Doylies 
etched in India ink to place under finger- 
bowls are interesting. The concave bottoms 
ot the bowls bring out the designs effectively. 
Ruby red, amber, sappuhire, turquoise biue, 
and a variety of white bowls are used. The 
colored ones are usually placed before gentle- 
men and a white bowl before each lady. At 
luncheons large variety is undesirable, but 
s>me individuality should be shown in the 
election of dishes. Ata recent tastefully- 
served lunch the menu was very simple. A 
bow! of bouillon, followed by a dish of fried 
smelt with maypnnaise caper sauce and plain 
potatoes, made up the first courses, Then 
came French chops piled in wigwam shape 
over a mound of green peas, with potato cro- 
quettes. The fourth course was a celery salad 
und lobster chops-—a very pretty, though not 
very new dish. It is easily prepared. A lob- 
ster claw is inserted in a flattened brown cro- 
quette, trimmed to resemble a mutton chop. 
After that a fruit flummery was served. 
The last course was quite Classic. 
A Greek would have appre- 
ciated it. It would have given him visions of 
Hybla and Hymettus, and their luxuriant 
growth of wild thyme. Everything was re- 
moved from the table except the ferns in the 
center. A glass jug, some small glasses, and 
a plate of water crackers were brought in. 
The hostess poured out for each guest a tiny 
glass of metheglin. Any one who had for- 
gotten the old reputation of this Iqiueur and 
of whatit was made, would have been en- 
lightened by seeing the jug. It looked likea 
honey-comb. Through the waxy-looking cells 
painted upon its surface che liqueur appeared 


like yellow honey. On che stopper was a black 


and gold bee. Thé castér, or tray, in which 
the jug stood was of glass also, coveredgwith 
white clover and other heather flowers, which 
give the delicate flavor :o Scotch and French 
honey. Such a finale seems to claim for 
Amer.ca mention among those nations which 
Shakspeare describes as “exquisite in their 
drinking.”

we must first glance at. That peacefuland indn§ 
{rious country has become the scene of terrivie 
avarcby, which threatens, unless checked by ex- 
teruai force, to shatter its civilizati n and iodustrial 
progress. A conference of the European powers 
nas veen called to deliberate on its affairs, but it 
seems somewhat doubtful if they will come to an 
agreement. Meanwhile the Kuropeans are flee- 
ing from the country in terior of their lives, and 
the great industrial works on the Delta of the Nile, 
which areall made with European capital and 
supeiintended by skilled engineers, are in danger of 
destruction. ‘The prosperity of Egypt depends 
upon keeping these works in order, and there is 
great fear of something like a famine if the pump- 
ing and irrigation works are neglected. Already 
many predict only half a cotton crop, and the fear 
of this has sent up Egyp ian cotton on the average 
2d per pound, and considerable contrac's have 
been made for good fair of next crop at 9d per 


und. 
eae ere not able to say how far these fearsare jus 
tified, we should hardly thick so much damage has 
yet been caused, Dut it cannot be doubted that if 
something is not dune speedily to restore confidence, 
lameniabile results will follow. It seems not im- 
p.vbable that our gove.niment will send out an ex- 
pedition to Egypt if the conference fails tu ucvise 
a remedy; itis obvious that the -ucz canal must 
be protected. at all costs, aud it seems probable that 
this duty will be undertaken by England alone, if 
uot by England and Fravce combined.

PEACHTREE PAVEMENT. | 


THE WORK PARTIALLY ORDERED 
TO BE STOPPED. 


The Complaint That Is Being Made, and the Fault 
That Is kound-—The Contract Under Which 
the Work Is Being Done—What Mr. 
Shanks Says about the Matter. 


The Peachtree pavement guestion is still 
the cause of much ruffled temper among the 
citizens of that part of the city. The question 
now does not seem to be that of whether ma- 
cadam or asphalt shall be used, but whether 
or not the wurk is being done according to 
the contract. There is a rumbling sort of a 
grumpble going on, and several gentlemen have 
announced that they will test the city’s power 
to make them pay for the work, as 
itis now being done. They hold that {J 
macadam pavement that is being put down is 
not in accordance with the contract and that 
they will not pay forit. Fortheinformation 
of those interested the specifications are 
printed below: 

THE SPECIFICATIONS. 
The street shall first be brought to a sub- 


grade 14 inches below the true grade of the 
roadway by excavating or filling as is neces- 
sary. 

Upon the sub-grade thus prepared the en- 
tire surface between the gutters will be evenly 
spread with a layer otf sound, hard stone 
broken into fragments as nearly regular as 
possible, measuring not more than five inches 
in any. direction. When spread upon the 
Street the stone must be clean and free from 
any foreign substance. The layer will be of 
such thickness that when compacted its upper 
surface shall be atauniform depth of six 
inches below the true grade of the street. The 
jayer will be compacted in layers from three 
to five inches if necessary, by rolling with 
such roller asthe commissioners of streets 
and sewers may direct, and where the city 
furnishes the roller twu cents per square yard 
will be charged for its use. 

Upon the tirst layer thus prepared there 
will be evenly spread a layer of sound, hard 
stone broken into fragments as nearly regular 
as practicable, which shall not measure more 
than two and a half inchesin anv direction. 
The second layer shall be rolled in the same 
manner as the first layer, and shall have, 
after being thoroughly compacted, a depth of 
six inches. Upon thesurtiace of the last layer 


of broken stone will be evenly spread a layer } 


of fine gravel three inches thick, free 
f-om vegetable matter or refuse of any kind, 
which shall be rolled in the same manner 
asthe first layer. If required, the layer of 
gravel shall be thoroughly sprinkled by the 
contractor immediarely before it is rolled. 
When completed the surface of the roadway 
niust conform accurately to the profiles and 
cross-sections of the street. When additional 
material is required after rolling to bring the 
surface to the proper grade, the rolled surface 
must be loosened to the depth of two inches 
to receive the new material, after which the 
roaul must be rerolled without additional 
cumpensation to the contractor. 
WHY THE ROW IS RAISED, 

Great stress is laid on the fact that sand, and 
not gravel, is being used on the top layer of 
stone, and much fault is found because the 
stones do not always come within the require- 
ments of ihe contract. It is expected that a 
meeting of citizens will be called for Monday 
atthe Young Men’s library, and some action 
may then be taken in reference to the matter. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter met Mr. 
Sbanks and asked him what he had to say in 
reference to the statements that he was not 
coming up to thercontract. He answered: 

“TL huve in this business for fifteen 
years, and I have made many thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of macadamized roads, and I say, 
without hesitation, that the work that I am 
now domp on Peathtree is as good as any I 
eversaw. | have taken this contract at very low 
rates, but I have not shirked and will 
not shirk my contract. It is impossible al- 
niost to get all these stones down to the sizes 
that the. contragt Tequires, but they are as 
nearso as practicatte. I have neverin all my 
experience been called upon to put the rocks 
through a2', inch ring. As far asthe sand is

concerned | can say that it was understood at 
the beginning thatsand was to be used in place 


of gravel, because gravel cannot be obtained | 


In this part of the country. But after all I 
suppose the complaining may cease, because 
I lave stopped work on the top layer of rock. 
Mr. Goodwin, who has been inspecting 
fhe work stopped me _ to-day «from 
putting down the top layer until 
the screener comes, which will probably be 
the first of next week. Weare working be- 
yond North avenue now and will be up to 
the street car track in about ten days. The 
reason that we went so fgr out is because the 
city bas given Mr. Peters a few days in which 
to raise the street car urack to the required 
grade, which will bea change of from three 
to eleven inches in places. If by the time 
we conclude the work we are now on he has 
not fixed the track, we will do it and the city 
will charge it to him. Ag for my account 
against the city, I have no fears of failing to 
collect it, and then it will be the city’s busi- 
ness to collect from the Peachtree street prop- 
eriy holders.” 

The paving of the street will

Atlasta’s Growing Importance as an Educational Ccn- 
ter for the Whole Seuth.

pense. Added to this is the further fact that, 
notwithstanding the great number = and 
high character of the female colleges 
of the north, tuere are hundreds 
and hundreds’ of parents who are 
anxious to send their daughters where they 
may be free from the climatic dangers of that 
section. Nota year of the past ten has elapsed 
in which | bave not heard people from 
lowa to Mu-sachusetts. passing through the 
city on their way to Florida, regret the fact 
that Atlanta had no schoolof high grade 
where they might enter their daughters for 
the scholastic term. Atlanta being on the 
direct line of travel, possessing all the advan- 
tages of climate, it was readily recognized by 
these people as the place of all others where 
northern as well as southern pupils would 
find bothinstruction and health, without, at 
the same time, adding anything to the tray-

‘‘What has been done in the way ef meet- 
ing this demand?’ 

‘In a quiet way much has been done. It 
may not be generally known that Atlanta is 
now recognized 4s a center of musical instruc- 
tion, many of our teachers having a high 
reputation. Then, there is the Academy of 
the Sisters of Mercy, where the course of 
study is wide and varied, embracing al! the 
accomplishments necessary to a young lady 
Mrs. Ballard’s school, however, is the most 
remarkable in its history.
